GREENLAND'S  GAZEBO 


Greenland's  gazebo  rivals  its  old  houses  as 
the  town's  best-known  feature.  The  first 
gazebo,  described  as  "a  very  large  wood 
colored  lattice  arbor,"  was  built  in  1881,  by 
Judge  John  S.  H.  Frink,  opposite  his  house  at 
480  Portsmouth  Avenue.  This  new  one  is 
believed  to  be  the  fourth  on  the  site;  a 
predecessor  was  moved  a  few  yards  south  to 
make  room  for  the  Exeter-Portsmouth  trolley 
line  in  1902.  Until  about  25  years  ago,  the 
structure  was  generally  known  as  "the  summer 
house."  By  whatever  name,  this  restored 
familiar  landmark  stands  ready  to  accompany 
Greenland's  people  into  the  new  millennium. 


SKIPS  CORNER 

On  June  26,  1696,  a  party  of  Maine  Indians 
who  had  hidden  their  canoes  in  bushes  near 
the  shore  at  Sandy  Beach  (now  Rye)  set  out  to 
raid  the  settlement  at  Portsmouth  Plains, 
near  the  present  National  Little  League 
field.  They  attacked  and  burned  five  houses, 
killed  14  of  theirs  occupants,  and  took  four 
captives;  according  to  historian  Jeremy 
Belknap,  they  then  "made  a  precipitate  re- 
treat through  the  great  swamp, "  taking  a 
route  much  like  that  of  the  later  Eastern 
Railroad  across  Ocean  Road  to  the  eastern 
edge  of  Greenland  (which  was  then  a  part  of 
Portsmouth),  and  skirting  Packer  Bog.  The 
following  morning,  the  Portsmouth  militia  led 
by  Capt .  William  Shackford  "pursued,  and 
discovered  them  cooking  their  breakfast,  at  a 
place  ever  since  called  Breakfast-hill." 
"The  Indians  were  on  the  farther  side,  having 
placed  their  captives  between  themselves  and 


the  top  of  the  hill,  that  in  case  of  an 
attack  they  might  first  receive  the  fire." 
To  avoid  this  Capt .  Shackford, 
" fearing. .. that  they  would,  according  to 
their  custom,  kill  the  prisoners,  rushed  upon 
them  from  the  top  of  the  hill,  by  which  means 
they  retook  the  captives  and  plunder,  but  the 
Indians,  rolling  down  the  hill,  escaped  into 
the  swamp  and  got  to  their  canoes,"  putting 
to  sea  and  avoiding  further  interception. 
Although  Charles  W.  Brewster  in  his  Rambles 
About  Portsmouth  was  wrong  about  some  details 
of  the  encounter,  he  correctly  noted  that  "it 
was  from  the  circumstance  of  the  Indians  and 
their  captives  being  engaged  in  taking  break- 
fast on  the  declivity  of  a  hill  near  the 
bounds  of  Greenland  and  Rye,  that  the  loca- 
tion was  called  BREAKFAST  HILL;  and  has  ever 
since  been  known  by  that  name."  The  name 
seems  to  have  first  appeared  in  writing  in 
1711,  when  Portsmouth's  common  land  in  the 
vicinity  was  being  divided  among  its  resi- 
dents. 

Rooted  in  ridges  of  moss-covered  stone. 

Waving  their  branches  in  monotone 

To   the   faintly  heard   sea,   to   the 

breezes'  will. 

Stand  the  pines  of  Breakfast  Hill, 

a  versifier  identified  as  "P.  A.  C."  began  a 
poem  commemorating  the  1696  rescue  in  an  1879 
newspaper.  He  (or  she)  was  only  a  mediocre 
poet  and  historian,  but  did  stress  a  promi- 
nent feature  on  the  hill  —  the  stand  of  tall 
pines  which  served  as  a  landmark  for  naviga- 
tors approaching  the  New  Hampshire  coast 
until  guite  recent  times.  Only  a  generation 
ago  the  hill's  tallest  trees  were  cut  down, 
in  the  name  of  and  ill-conceived  "progress" 
of  the  kind  about  which  most  of  us  have  now 
begun  to  have  second  thoughts.

1.   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity  of 
determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification  of 
accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.  Rather  than 
establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all 
financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the 
basis  of  funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with 
self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund 
balance,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 
Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual 
funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means 
by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled.  The  various  funds  are 
grouped,  in  the  financial  statements  in  this  report,  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assessments, 
expendable  trusts,  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted 
to  expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  &  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  &  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  other 
governmental  units.  These  include  Expendable  Trusts,  Non-expendable 
Trusts,  and  Agency  Funds.  Non-expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for  in 
essentially  the  same  manner  as  proprietary  funds,  while  Expendable  Trusts 
are  accounted  for  similar  to  governmental  funds.  Agency  Funds  are 
custodial  in  nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve 
measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Account  Groups 

Long-Term  Debt  Group  -  The  Long-Term  Debt  Group  is  used  to  account 
for  debts  and  obligations  not  accounted  for  in  the  respective  governmental 
funds. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or 
expenses  are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial 
statements.  Basis  of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measurements 
made,  regardless  of  the  measurement  focus  applied.

Basis  of  Accounting  (Cont'd) 

All  Governmental  funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted  for 
using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their  revenues  are 
recognized  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  as  net  current 
assets.  Taxpayer-assessed  income,  gross  receipts,  and  sales  taxes  are 
considered  "measurable"  when  in  the  haads  of  intermediary  collecting 
governments  and  are  recognized  as  revenue  at  that  time.  Anticipated 
refunds  of  such  taxes  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  reductions  of 
revenue  when  they  are  measurable  and  their  validity  seems  certain. 
Property  tax  revenue  is  measured  in  the  year  levied,  as  required  by  NH 
RSA's. 

Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred. 
Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  include:  (1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation, 
sick  pay,  and  other  employee  amounts  which  are  not  accrued;  and  (2) 
principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when 
due. 

All  Proprietary  funds  and  Non-expendable  Trust  and  Pension  Trust 
Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their 
revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned  and  their  expenses  are 
recognized  when  they  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  is  not  presented  in  the  financial 
statements. 

Budgetary  Control 

Budgets  are  prepared  by  the  budget  committee  and  selectmen  on  a 
detailed  line-item  basis.  Revenues  are  budgeted  by  source.  Expenditures 
are  budgeted  by  department  and  character  (salaries,  utilities,  supplies, 
etc.).  The  budget  is  voted  on  and  enacted  at  Town  Meeting  in  the 
aggregate  which  becomes  the  legal  level  of  control.  Within  this  control 
level,  the  selectmen  may  transfer  appropriations  without  further  action 
from  the  Town. 

Encumbrances 

Encumbrance  accounting  is  used  for  governmental  type  funds. 
Encumbrances  outstanding  at  year  end  are  not  reported  as  expenditures,  but 
are  reported  as  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  on  the  balance  sheet. 
Encumbrances  do  not  lapse  but  are  carried  forward  until  liquidated.

Compensated  Absences 

Full-time,  permanent  employees  are  granted  vacation  and  sick  leave 
benefits  in  varying  amounts  based  upon  tenure.  The  Town  does  not  accrue 
these  benefits  in  the  general  fund  because  of  plans  to  fund  these  future 
costs  from  future  resources.  Accordingly,  these  benefits  are  carried  in 
the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group. 

In  addition,  an  eligible  employee  who  resigns,  retires,  or  is 
discharged  will  be  paid  a  portion  of  the  employee's  accumulated  unused 
vacation  and  sick  pay.  The  employee  shall  receive  the  entire  amount  of 
accumulated  vacation  time  (which  is  subject  to  a  lO-day  annual  carryover 
restriction)  and  shall  receive  unused  sick  pay  to  a  60-day  maximum  to  be 
paid  at  one-half  the  rate  of  the  employee's  rate  of  pay.

The  Coakley  landfill  reservation  is  for  the  unpaid  real  estate  taxes 
from  1988-1995.  The  property  has  not  been  tax  deeded  to  the  Town  because 
of  potential  liability  for  the  environmental  impairment  of  the  real  estate 
involved . 

Elderly  lien  and  tax  deeded  property  reservations  have  been  made  to 
offset  those  items  which  are  not  currently  available  for  appropriation. 


CASH  AND  INVESTMENTS 

RSA  48:16  requires  that  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Town  shall  be 
deposited  in  solvent  banks  within  the  state,  except  funds  may  be  deposited 

in  banks  outside  the  state  if  such  banks  pledge  and  deliver  collateral  to 

the  state  treasurer  of  equal  value  as  the  funds  deposited.   There  is  no 

requirement  of  an  in-state  bank  to  collateralize  deposits  in  excess  of 
FDIC  insurance.

The  Town's  cash  deposits  and  investments  at  December  31,  1995,  are 
categorized  by  maturity  date  and  by  the  level  of  risk  assumed  by  the  Town.

Police  Department  employees  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Police  Retirement  system  on  a  shared  cost  basis,  which  is 
recorded  when  earned. 


PROPERTY  TAX  CYCLE 

Property  taxes  are  assessed  on  individual  taxpayers  based  upon  Town 
authorization  of  expenditures  at  its  March  Town  Meeting.  Properties  are 
assessed  each  April  1st  for  this  purpose. 

Approved  expenditures  and  assessments  are  forwarded  to  the  State  for 
review  and  State  approval  and  the  tax  rate  is  set  by  the  State.

PROPERTY  TAX  CYCLE  (Continued) 

The  Selectmen  then  assess  each  individual  property  based  upon 
the  rate  and  sign  a  warrant  charging  the  tax  collector  with  the 
responsibility  of  collecting  the  tax. 

The  tax  collector  then  mails  the  individual  tax  bills.  Tax 
bills  become  delinquent  on  December  1st,  or  30  days  after  they  are 
mailed,  whichever  is  later.  Delinquent  bills  carry  interest  charges 
of  12%. 

Any  time  after  90  days  of  the  delinquent  date,  the  tax 
collector  can  initiate  the  tax  lien/sale  procedure  by  notifying  the 
taxpayer  by  certified  mail  that  they  have  32  days  to  pay  the  bill  or 
a  lien  shall  be  recorded  against  the  property  at  the  Registrar  of 
Deeds.   Once  such  lien  is  placed,  interest  increases  to  18%. 

If  full  redemption  of  such  outstanding  tax  lien  is  not  timely 
made  within  two  years  of  the  execution  of  the  lien,  including 
statutory  interest  and  costs  accrued  thereon,  a  tax  deed  may  be 
issued  to  the  holder  of  such  lien  pursuant  to  RSA  80:38  or  RSA 
80:76,  and  disposed  of  as  the  deed  holder  shall  determine.

An  upgraded  town  truck  with  a  larger  stain- 
less steel  salt  spreader. 

Continued  clean-up  of  the  dump  to  reduce 
closure  costs  in  the  future. 

Preliminary  engineering  for  future  repairs  to 
Hillside  Drive. 

The  resurfacing  of  some  of  Portsmouth  Avenue 
and  Church  Street. 

The  completion  of  the  Gazebo  by  Jon  and 
Barbara  Fletcher  -  an  excellent  job! 

Fence  improvements  at  Hillside  Cemetery. 

The  State  returned  some  of  our  gasoline  tax 
money  in  the  form  of  improvements  on  Rte  33 
and  Breakfast  Hill  Road.

Missions  Statement: 

The  Weeks  Public  Library  collects  and  makes 
available  to  all  members  of  the  community 
resources  that  enhance  and  contribute  to 
individual  knowledge,  enlightenment  and 
enjoyment. 

The  library  especially  serves  as  a  place  for 
children  to  discover  the  joy  of  reading  and 
the  value  of  libraries. 

The  library  promotes  its  collection  and 
services  so  that  everyone  in  the  community  is 
aware  of  its  resources  and  their  entitlement 
to  them. 

Our  mission  remains  constant,  but  the  means 
of  fulfilling  those  goals  has  increased.  It 
became  noticeable  this  year  that  the  public 
library  is  more  than  the  place  where  one  can 
find  a  good  book  to  read  or  listen  to.  It  is 
also  a  convenient  spot  to  make  photocopies, 
fax  messages,  search  the  Internet  or  type  up 
a  resume.  Plus  it  is  a  good  place  to  begin 
research  on  any  topic.  The  library  has  some 
information  on  just  about  every  topic  and  can 
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get  more  information  through  interlibrary  (we 
borrowed  354  items  from  other  libraries  for 
patrons,  and  lent  307  items  to  other  libra- 
ries), Article  Express  (we  had  147  full-text 
articles  faxed  to  us  for  patrons),  and  the 
Internet.  The  idea  of  a  library  without  walls 
is  becoming  a  reality  just  at  the  time  when 
our  physical  building  is  bulging  at  the 
seams.  We  had  to  add  more  shelving  in  the 
stacks  to  reduce  overcrowding  and  plan  to  add 
another  unit  soon.  That  leaves  seating  on  the 
main  floor  almost  nonexistent. 

The  children's  program  remains  an  active 
component  of  our  mission.  Preschool  story 
hours,  specials  activities,  classroom  visits, 
study  materials,  book  discussions,  and  an 
eight-week  summer  reading  and  activity  pro- 
gram keep  the  part-time  children's  librarian 
busy.  A  program  for  toddlers  with  which  we 
experimented  this  year  is  also  being  recon- 
sidered since  a  safe,  social  introduction  to 
the  world  of  books  and  libraries  is  needed 
for  our  youngest  community  members  to  promote 
a  library  habit  that  will  last  a  lifetime. 

Programs  offered  during  1996  included  the 
summer  program  "Reading  -  The  Best  Game 
Around",  an  intergenerational  book  discus- 
sion, "Great  Stone  Face"  classroom  book 
talks,  and  a  visit  with  Santa  Claus  with  a 
holiday  concert  by  the  Hillside  Trio.  Adult 
programs  were  curtailed  since  so  much  staff 
time  was  spent  automating  the  circulation 
system.  65%  of  our  materials  have  now  been 
added  to  the  new  systems  and  can  be  accessed 
by  the  on-line  catalog,  and  we  are  busily 
barcoding  these  books  and  updating  the  patron 
registrations  with  the  help  of  volunteers. 
However,  that  leaves  35%,  or  approximately 
4,000  records,  that  need  to  be  located, 
downloaded,  edited,  imported,  and  barcoded. 
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This  process  is  taking  longer  than  anticipat- 
ed. 

In  September  all  those  interested  were  invit- 
ed to  form  a  Centennial  Committee  to  plan  the 
library's  100th  anniversary  from  July  1997  - 
May  1998.  A  schedule  of  events  has  been 
decided  and  will  be  publicized  beginning  in 
April.  Many  volunteers  will  be  needed  to 
successfully  implement  the  committee's  plans, 
which  include  a  celebration  of  the  children's 
room,  a  website,  and  a  re-dedication  of  the 
building. 

Contributions  from  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions in  the  community  have  helped  to  provide 
materials,  programs,  supplies,  and  Internet 
access.  This  support  is  crucial  to  our  mis- 
sion and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  communi- 
ty. 

We  hope  to  continue  to  provide  the  service  to 
fill  your  information  and  recreational 
reading  needs  during  the  coming  year.

The  1996  Conservation  Commission  dealt  with  a 
number  of  Dredge  and  Fill  permits  from  the 
State  Wetlands  Board  from  various  develop- 
ments throughout  the  town.  The  Commission 
sees  more  and  more  of  these  issues  coming 
before  them  as  building  in  the  town  is  in- 
creasing and  available  land  is  decreasing. 

The  other  issue  that  the  Commission  dealt 
with  was  that  of  the  Park  and  Ride  that  the 
state  proposed  on  Rte  33.  The  problems  that 
the  Commission  addressed  for  this  proposal 
were  the  dredging  and  filling,  the  run  off  to 
Pickering  Brook  and  the  loss  of  migration 
corridor  for  the  wildlife  and  the  birds  that 
travel  between  the  Bay  and  the  Bog. 

The  Board  meets  the  second  Monday  of  each 
month  and  we  hope  to  see  many  citizens  there.

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Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative 

In  1996,  we  experienced  many  changes  to  the 
Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative.  The  Lamprey 
Regional  Cooperative  completed  the  interior 
demolition  of  the  building  in  Durham.  The 
building  has  been  cleaned  and  certified  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Services.  The 
Landfill  in  Somersworth  was  completely  capped 
on  Nov.  15,  1996.  We  are  now  awaiting  cer- 
tification from  the  State. 

One  significant  issue  that  is  still  remaining 
concerns  the  disposition  of  the  old  incinera- 
tor building  at  UNH.  This  could  have  a  finan- 
cial impact  on  our  member  communities. 

We  have  made  some  progress  toward  our  goal  of 
a  Regional  Transfer  and  Recycling  Facility 
for  the  communities  that  have  decided  to 
remain  in  the  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative 
into  the  future.  We  experienced  a  delay  in 
our  project  due  to  the  demise  of  our  adminis- 
trator, Patrick  Genest.  However,  we  seem  to 
be  back  on  track  as  the  year  ended. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of 
the  communities  for  their  cooperation  with 
the  closure  of  our  Waste-to-Energy  plant  in 
Durham  and  the  Landfill  in  Somersworth.

Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative 
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Recycling  Committee 

In  1996,  the  town's  recycling  program  experi- 
enced a  consistent  level  of  participation  and 
success  compared  to  past  years.  5.86  tons  of 
recycle  material  were  collected  on  average 
each  month  during  the  year.  This  means  that 
over  70  tons  of  your  household  waste  were 
diverted  from  the  town's  waste  stream  in 
1996! 

Unfortunately,  1996  also  saw  a  significant 
slump  in  the  market  value  of  various  grades 
of  residential  post-consumer  paper,  including 
the  newspaper  we  collect  on  the  first  Satur- 
day of  the  month.  For  example,  in  past  years 
when  the  paper  market  was  stronger,  our 
recyclable  commodities  processor,  Waste 
Management,  Inc.,  accepted  Greenland's  news- 
paper without  a  tipping  fee.  This  year  we've 
seen  the  tipping  fee  for  newspaper  rise  to 
$50  per  ton.  The  Northeast  Resource  Recovery 
Association  in  Concord,  NH  cites  high  inven- 
tories of  unsold  finished  products  that  use 
recycled  fibers  as  raw  materials  and  a  slug- 
gish economy  depressing  demand  for  paper 
products  as  reasons  for  the  depressed  paper 
prices. 

To  account  for  this  change,  this  year's 
warrant  article  to  fund  the  recycling  program 
request  the  appropriation  of  $9,500  which  is 
$2,000  more  than  last  year's  appropriation. 
Periodic  upheavals  in  the  recyclable  commodi- 
ties marketplace  are  common  occurrences,  and 
the  Recycling  Committee  expects  paper  prices 
to  eventually  return  to  more  reasonable 
levels. 

In  recent  months,  we've  promoted  a  more  self 
service  process  at  the  recycling  drop-off  on 
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the  first  and  third  Saturday  of  the  month.  A 
second  platform  and  set  of  stairs  and  signs 
designating  the  contents  of  each  roll-off 
container  allow  residents,  who  are  able,  to 
easily  deliver  their  recyclable  cans,  bot- 
tles, and  newspaper  into  the  roll-off  con- 
tainers .  This  improvement  reduces  the  number 
of  volunteers  required  on  each  drop-off 
Saturday.  We  remind  you  to  separate  your 
aluminum  cans  which  the  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary cash  in  to  support  various  initiatives 
at  the  Weeks  Library.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  GREENLAND  ZONING  ORDINANCE 


Amendment  #1:  Building  Regulations 

Are  you  in  favor  9f  the  adoption  of  a  revised 
set  of  Building  Regulations,  proposed  by  the 
Greenland  Planning  Board,  which  would  trans- 
fer septic  system  and  pool  construction 
regulations  from  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance to  the  Greenland  Building  Regulations, 
add  Life  Safety  Codes  in  accordance  with 
State  Laws  and  add  provisions  to  update  Life 
Safety  Codes  with  a  public  hearing  held  by 
the  Greenland  Planning  Board?  The  Article 
reads  as  follows: 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

1.  BUILDING  APPLICATIONS  AND  PERMITS 

No  building  or  condominium  construction  shall 
be  started,  moved  onto  a  particular  lot, 
altered  in  its  existing  purpose  or  use,  or 
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shall  be  put  to  any  use  different  from  that 
on  the  day  of  enactm'ent  of  this  Ordinance 
until  a  permit  has  been  issued  under  the 
terms  of  this  Ordinance.  All  permits  shall 
expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance 
unless  extended,  in  writing  prior  to  the 
expiration  date,  for  good  cause  shown. 

2 .  BUILDING  PERMIT  REQUIREMENTS 

All  applications . for  a  permit  to  build, 
construct,  alter  or  remodel  any  building 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  acceptable  sketch 
or  plan  of  the  proposed  building  or  altera- 
tion, and  a  statement  of  its  intended  use 
when  built,  constructed,  altered  or  remo- 
deled. All  buildings  and  structures  shall 
conform  to  the  regulations,  restrictions,  and 
conditions  established  by  the  BOCA  (Building 
Officials  and  Code  Administrators,  Inc.) 
National  Building  Code/1987,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Section  107.4.2  and  123.0  (Amended 
1975  and  1989)  and  the  following  Life  Safety 
Codes  (which  are  in  accordance  with  NH  State 
Fire  Code:

Condominiums  shall  be  deemed  commercial 
buildings    for   the  purposes   of   this   Section. 

C)  CULVERTS;  All  driveway  culverts  shall  be 
constructed  of  corrugated  steel  or  reinforced 
concrete.  Unless  specifically  waived  by  the 
Town  Road  Agent  or  Road  Inspector,  there 
shall  be  a  driveway  culvert  constructed  in 
order  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  road 
drainage  system.  (Adopted  1988,  amended, 
1989) 

D)  EXCEPTION;  The  Building  Inspector  is 
authorized  to  waive  the  necessity  for  a 
building  permit  and  strict  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  relating  to 
construction  where  the  application  is  for  the 
construction  of  small  accessory  buildings  not 
used  for  living  purposes,  for  minor  repairs 
on  existing  structures,  and  for  minor  altera- 
tions not  affecting  any  health  or  safety 
provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  or  regulations  or  ordinances 
thereunder. 

E)  EXITS;  No  building  or  condominium  intended 
or  designed  for  any  multiple  unit  residential 
or  for  any  public  use  for  congregation  of 
people  shall  be  erected,  altered,  or  used  for 
any  purpose  which  does  not  provide  adequate 
exits . 

F)  FLOOD  HAZARDS;  The  Building  Inspector 
shall  review  all  building  applications  for 
new  construction  or  substantial  expansion  or 
improvements  to  determine  whether  proposed 
building  sites  will  be  reasonable  and  safe 
from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building  site  is 
in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any 
proposed    new    construction    or    substantial 
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improvement  (including  prefabricated  or 
mobile  homes)  must  meet  the  criteria  and 
conditions  noted  within  Article  8  (Floodplain 
Management  District)  of  the  Greenland  Zoning 
Ordinance. 

G)  GARAGES;  No  public  or  condominium  garage 
for  the  storage  of  motor  vehicles  or  having 
any  service  or  repair  enterprise  connected 
therewith  shall  be  erected,  altered,  or 
enlarged  unless  the  building  is  so  construct- 
ed, or  the  proposed  alterations,  enlargement 
or  additions  shall  be  of  slow-burning  or  non- 
combustible  materials,  except  that  the  use  of 
automatic  sprinklers  may  obviate  the  use  of 
such  a  slow-burning  or  non-combustible  mate- 
rials . 

H)  MINIMUM  BUILDING  AREA;  Every  dwelling  unit 
shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of 
six  hundred  square  feet.  The  minimum  overall 
length  of  any  front,  back  or  side  exterior 
wall  of  any  residential  structure  shall  be  20 
lineal  feet.  Every  condominium  unit  shall 
have  a  minimum  total  floor  area  of  six 
hundred  square  feet,  exclusive  of  basement 
and  attic  square  footage  and  limited  easement 
areas . 

I)  ROOFS;  No  roofs  of  any  building  shall  be 
covered  or  recovered  in  whole  or  in  part  safe 
with  non-combustible  or  fire  resistant  roof- 
ing materials. 

3.  STANDARDS  FOR  SEPTIC  SYSTEMS  (Adopted 
1979,  Amended  1989) 

A)  Installation  Standards 

The  septic  tank/absorption  field  construction 
standards  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  shall 
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be  used  as  a  minimum.  In  addition,  and  more 
particularly: 

a.  The  design  of  the  system  shall  be  dis- 
cussed with  the  Inspector  prior  to  its  sub- 
mission to  the  State. 

b.  If  total  waste  water  flow  is  less  than  or 
equal  to  500  gallons,  one  test  pit  is  re- 
quired at  a  representative  point  within  the 
proposed  absorption  field.  An  additional  test 
pit  is  required  for  each  additional  500 
gallons  of  waste  water  flow.  The  Inspector 
must  be  present  to  witness  such  tests. 

c.  The  following  vertical  distances  are 
required  from  the  bottom  of  the  absorption 
field  to: 

Vertical  Distance 
Seasonal  High  Water  Table         4  feet 
Hard  Pan  Layer  4  feet 

Bedrock  8  feet 

(6  feet  with  community  or  municipal  water 
supply) 

d.  In  the  event  a  pump  is  used  in  the  system: 

(1)  The  pump  and  tank  chamber  shall  be  at 
least  as  large  as  a  four  foot  tile. 

(2)  The  pipe  from  pump  to  the  distribution 
box  shall  not  exceed  1.5  inches  in  diameter. 

(3)  There  shall  be  no  foot  valve  and  the  pump 
shall  be  set  so  that  the  sump  can  accommodate 
the  entire  backflow  from  the  pipe  to  the  sump 
without  starting  the  pump,  or,  in  the  alter- 
native, if  the  run  is  lengthy  and  a  foot 
valve  used,  a  relief  hole  or  a  diameter  or 
approximately  1/2"  shall  be  placed  in  such  a 
position  that  it  will  drain  that  portion  of 
the  pipe  above  the  frost  line. 
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e.  Mulch  hay  at  3  bales  per  100  square  feet 
shall  be  used  over  the  stone  bed  rather  that 
paper  or  other  materials. 

f.  Backfilling  shall  be  done  in  such  a  fash- 
ion that  heavy  wheeled  equipment  is  not 
driven  over  the  tile  field. 

g.  Final  slopes  on  the  sides  or  raised  beds 
shall  be  3:1  or  less  steep. 

B.  INSPECTIONS 

a.  The  Inspector  shall  at  all  times  have 
legal  access  to  the  site  when  work  is  in 
preparation  and  progress. 

b.  The  Inspector  shall  inspect  each  lot  and 
the  work  at  the  following  times: 

(1)  at  the  time  and  place  where  pit  tests  are 
made  ; 

(2)  prior  to  placing  any  construction  materi- 
als on  the  absorption  field  soil  surface,  or 
prior  to  placing  any  construction  materials 
or  fill  used  for  a  raised  subsurface  waste 
water  absorption  system; 

(3)  after  the  pipe  and  stone  are  installed; 

(4)  after  the  mulch  hay  is  installed; 

(5)  after  the  entire  subsurface  waste  water 
absorption  system  has  been  backfilled  and 
graded. 

c.  The  Inspector  shall  be  informed  by  the 
developer  or  contractor  when  construction 
work  on  the  subsurface  waste  water  absorption 
is  to  commence. 

d.  All  of  the  above  shall  be  noted  by  the 
Inspector  on  a  form  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose. 
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4.  SWIMMING  POOLS  (Adopted  1974) 

A.  Purpose 

To  insure  the  health  and  safety  of  the  people 
of  Greenland  more  particularly  to  help  prev- 
ent accidental  drownings  and  electrocution  in 
swimming  pools. 

B.  Standards 

a.  All  outdoor  artificial  pools  which  have  a 
maximum  depth  of  more  than  three  feet  when 
filled  to  capacity  with  water  shall  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  substantial  wall,  fence  or  other 
enclosure  having  a  minimum  height  of  five 
feet.  In  the  event  an  artificial  pool  has 
elevated  sides  higher  than  five  feet  and  it 
is  so  constructed  that  a  child  cannot  easily 
climb  the  pool  sides  or  otherwise  gain  access 
to  the  pool,  no  fencing  is  required. 

b.  The  wall,  fence  or  other  enclosure  shall 
be  constructed  so  that  a  child  will  be  unable 
to  crawl  under  or  through,  or  easily  climb 
over  it  so  that  in  fact,  the  only  easy  access 
to  the  pool  is  a  gate  or  door.  All  such  gates 
or  doors  shall  be  secured  when  the  pool  is 
not  attended. 

c.  All  pools,  hereafter  constructed  must 
comply  with  this  Ordinance,  and  all  existing 
pools  must  comply  by  June  15,  1974. 

d.  These  requirements  shall  not  apply  to 
natural  bodies  of  water  such  as  ponds  and 
streams,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  ponds  con- 
structed primarily  for  agricultural  or  indus- 
trial purposes. 

e.  All  such  installations  shall  comply  with 
National  Electrical  Code  where  appropriate. 
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5 .  FEES 

At  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  the  permit, 
the  Building  Inspector  shall  collect  from  the 
applicant  a  fee  for  building  permit  applica- 
tion and  construction  inspection. 

A.  Application  and  inspection  fees  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  a 
duly  posted  public  hearing.  Fees  shall  be 
reasonable  and  shall  be  based  on  total  esti- 
mated cost  of  new  construction  or  alteration 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  fee  be  less  than 
$25.00.  In  any  case,  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Building  Inspector,  the  total  cost  of  the 
alteration  or  new  construction  shall  amount 
to  less  than  $500.,  the  Building  Inspector 
may  waive  the  inspection  and  the  fee.  (Amend- 
ed 1987  and  1989) 

6.  ENFORCEMENT 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Building 
Inspector  to  inform  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
in  writing,  of  violations  to  this  Ordinance. 
Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this 
Ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen 
shall,  on  their  own  initiative,  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the 
Superior  Court  or  by  any  other  appropriate 
legal  action.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  above  regulations  shall  be 
punished  upon  conviction  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $100.  For  each  day  of  each  violation. 
(Amended   1975) 

The  inspector  of  buildings,  condominiums 
shall  be  the  administrative  officer  of  this 
Ordinance.  He  shall  receive  applications  and 
fees     for    the    erection    or    alterations    of

buildings,  condominiums  and  electric  wiring 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  shall 
keep  complete  records  of  all  applications  and 
his  action  on  the  applications;  promptly 
survey  and  inspect  all  buildings,  condominium 
alterations,  or  uses  proposed,  accept  and 
deposit  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  fees 
collected  by  him  under  this  Ordinance,  and 
may  issue  permits  for  erection,  alteration, 
or  remodeling  of  all  buildings,  condominiums 
and  the  use  of  land,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
proposal  complies  with  the  law  of  the  State, 
this  Ordinance  and  other  Town  ordinances  and 
by-laws,  provided  that  in  any  instance  where 
license  or  permit  fees  for  uses  are  required, 
his  permit  shall  constitute  only  an  approval 
on  which  the  proper  authority  may  issue  a 
license  on  payment  of  required  fees;  he  shall 
act  in  cooperation  with  the  fire  warden  in 
any  matter  in  which  their  duties  as  pre- 
scribed by  law  may  coincide  or  conflict;  and 
shall  take  such  action  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  Ordinance  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

7 .  ADMINISTRATION 

Upon  receiving  such  application,  the  Building 
Inspector  shall  promptly  take  such  action  as 
may  be  indicated  in  the  way  of  investigation 
or  public  hearing  to  acquaint  himself  with 
the  merits  of  the  application.  He  may,  with- 
out judging  the  application  on  its  merits, 
refer  the  application  to  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment .  If,  however,  he  finds  the  proposed 
building  alteration,  or  use  of  building  to 
conform  with  the  law  and  this  Ordinance,  he 
may  at  once  issue  the  permit  in  writing  over 
his  signature.  If  he  finds  the  proposal  in 
any  way  conflicting  with  the  law  or  this 
Ordinance  he  shall  fix  whatever  restrictions 
or  conditions  on  the  proposed  construction  or 
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use  to  comply  with  the  existing  laws  and 
ordinances  or  for  reasonable  cause  refuse  the 
permit . 

8.  APPOINTMENT  OF  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  five  year  term  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
He  shall  be  chosen  from  a  list  of  at  least 
three  nominees  submitted  by  the  Planning 
Board.  In  the  event  of  disability,  absence, 
disqualification  or  resignation,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  appoint,  from  a  list  submit- 
ted by  the  Planning  Board,  a  Building  Inspec- 
tor to  act  in  his  stead  for  a  specified 
length  of  time  which  shall  in  no  case  be 
longer  than  the  remainder  of  the  previous 
five  year   term.     (Adopted  1975) 

9.  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Ad- 
justment of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  at 
least  two  and  not  more  than  five  alternate 
members;  said  board  members  and  alternates 
shall  serve  without  compensation.  The  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  have  authority  to  allow 
slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of 
this  Ordinance,  where  it  can  be  shown  that 
unnecessary  hardship  would  otherwise  result. 
The  Board  of  Adjustment  mentioned  in  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  Article 

10.  AMENDMENTS 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  any  legal  town  meeting  when  such 
amendment  is  published  in  the  warrant  calling 
for  the  meeting,  except  as  allowed  by  RSA 
674:52   VI. 
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11.  VALIDITY 

If  any  Section,  clause,  provision,  portion  or 
phrase  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  court  or 
competent  authority  such  holding  shall  be 
affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other  Sec- 
tion, clause,  provision,  portion  or  phrase  of 
this  Ordinance. 

12 .  REPEAL 

All  by-laws  and  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  these  by-laws  are  hereby 
repealed,  but  such  repeal  shall  in  no  case 
affect  any  act  done  or  any  right  accrued  or 
accruing,  acquired  or  established,  or  any 
suit  or  preceding  had  or  commenced  in  any 
'case  before  the  time  when  this  Ordinance 
shall  take  effect.  This  Ordinance  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage.  (Adopted  1958)

Mlftn^fi'^t  #2r  Telecommunications  Ordinance 
To  see  if  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Green- 
land will,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Green- 
land Planning  Board,  vote  to  add  Article  XI 
Telecommunications  Ordinanced,  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Greenland.  The 
language  is  as  follows: 

a.  to  add  Article  XI:  Telecommunications 
Ordinance 

I. AUTHORITY 

This  Ordinance  is  adopted  by  the  Town  of 
Greenland  on  March  11,  1997,  in  accordance 
with  the  authority  as  granted  in  New 
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Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  674:16 
and  674:21  and  procedurally  under  the 
guidance  of    675:1,11. 

I I. PURPOSE  AND  GOALS 

This  Ordinance  is  enacted  in  order  to  estab- 
lish general  guidelines  for  the  siting  of 
telecommunications  towers  and  antennas  and  to 
enhance  and  fulfill  the  following  goals: 

A)  Preserve  the  authority  of  the  Town  of 
Greenland  to  regulate  and  to  provide  for 
reasonable  opportunity  for  the  siting  of 
telecommunications  facilities,  by  enhancing 
the  ability  of  providers  of  telecommunica- 
tions services  to  provide  such  services  to 
the  community  quickly,  effectively,  and 
efficiently. 

B)  Reduce  adverse  impacts  such  facilities  may 
create,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  im- 
pacts on  aesthetics,  environmentally  sensi- 
tive area,  historically  significant 
locations,  flight  corridors,  health  and 
safety  by  injurious  accidents  to  person  and 
property,  and  prosperity  through  protection 
of  property  values. 

C)  Provide  for  co-location  and  minimal  impact 
siting  options  through  an  assessment  of 
technology,  current  locational  options, 
future  available  locations,  innovative  siting 
techniques,  and  siting  possibilities  beyond 
the  political  jurisdiction  of  the  Town. 

D)  Permit  the  construction  of  new  towers  only 
where  all  other  reasonable  opportunities  have 
been  exhausted,  and  to  encourage  the  users  of 
towers  and  antennas  to  configure  them  in  a 
way  that  minimizes  the  adverse  visual  impact 
of  the  towers  and  antennas . 
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E)  Require  cooperation  and  co-location,  to 
the  highest  extent  possible,  between  competi- 
tors in  order  to  reduce  cumulative  negative 
impacts  upon  the  Town  of  Greenland. 

F)  Provide  constant  maintenance  and  safety 
inspections  for  any  and  all  facilities. 

G)  Provide  for  the  removal  of  abandoned 
facilities  that  are  no  longer  inspected  for 
safety  concerns  and  Code  compliance.  Provide 
a  mechanism  for  the  Town  of  Greenland  to 
remove  these  abandoned  towers  to  protect  the 
citizens  from  imminent  harm  and  danger. 

H)  Provide  for  the  removal  or  upgrade  of 
facilities  that  are  technologically  outdated. 

III.  DEFINITIONS 

1)  "Alternative  tower  structure" 
Innovative  siting  techniques  that  shall  mean 
man-made  trees,  clock  towers,  bell  steeples, 
light  poles,  and  similar  alternative-design 
mounting  structures  that  camouflage  or  con- 
ceal the  presence  of  antennas  or  towers . 

2)  "Antennas" 

Shall  mean  any  exterior  apparatus  designed 
for  telephonic,  radio,  television,  personal 
communications  service  (PCS),  pager  network, 
or  any  other  communications  through  the 
sending  and/or  receiving  of  electromagnetic 
waves  of  any  bandwidth. 

3)  "FAA". 

an  acronym  that  shall  mean  Federal  Aviation 
Administration 

4 )  " FCC " 

An  acronym  that  shall  mean  Federal  Communi- 
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cations  Commission 

5)  "Height" 

Shall  mean,  when  referring  to  a  tower  or 
other  structure,  the  distance  measured  from 
ground  level  to  the  highest  point  on  the 
tower  or  other  structure,  even  if  said  high- 
est point  is  an  antenna. 

6)  "Board" 

Shall  mean  the  Town  of  Greenland  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment  and  the  regulator  of  this 
ordinance. 

7)  "Preexisting  towers  and  antennas" 

Shall  mean  any  tower  or  antenna  lawfully- 
constructed  or  permitted  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance.  Shall  also  mean  any 
tower  or  antenna  lawfully  constructed  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance  that  predates 
an  application  currently  before  the  Board. 

8)  "Telecommunications  Facility" 

Shall  mean  any  structure,  antenna,  tower,  or 
other  device  which  provides  commercial  mobile 
wireless  services,  unlicensed  wireless  serv- 
ices, cellular  phone  services,  specialized 
mobile  radio  communications  (SMR) ,  and  per- 
sonal communications  service  (PCS),  and 
common  carrier  wireless  exchange  access 
services . 

9)  "Tower" 

Shall  mean  any  structure  that  is  designed  and 
constructed  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  one  or  more  antennas,  including 
self-supporting  lattice  towers,  guy  towers, 
or  monopole  towers .  The  term  includes  radio 
and  television  transmission  towers,  microwave 
towers,  common-carrier  towers,  cellular 
telephone  towers,  alternative  tower  struc- 
tures,   and  the  like. 
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IV.  fiTTTNG  STANDARDS 

A.  General 

The  uses  listed  in  this  section  are  deemed  to 
be  permitted  uses  that  may  require  further 
review  under  this  ordinance  in  accordance 
with  Section  15.1.3  Special  Exceptions. 
However,  all  such  uses  must  comply  with  other 
applicable  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the 
Town  of  Greenland  (including  Site  Plan  re- 
view) .  The  following  tables  represent  the 
siting  standards  for  the  listed  uses  as 
delineated  by  the  districts  in  which  they  are 
located  in  the  Town  of  Greenland. 
1 .  Principal  or  Secondary  Use 

Subject  to  this  Ordinance,  an  applicant  who 
successfully  obtains  permission  to  site  under 
this  Ordinance  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  a 
second  and  permitted  use  may  construct  tele- 
communications facilities  in  addition  to  the 
existing  permitted  use.  Antennas  and  towers 
may  be  considered  either  principal  or  second- 
ary uses.  A  different  existing  use  or  an 
existing  structure  on  the  same  lot  shall  not 
preclude  the  installation  of  -an  antenna  or 
tower  on  such  lot.  For  purposes  of  determin- 
ing whether  the  installation  of  a  tower  or 
antenna  complies  with  district  development 
regulations,  including  but  not  limited  to 
set-back  requirements,  lot-coverage  require- 
ments, and  other  such  requirements,  the 
dimensions  of  the  entire  lot  shall  control, 
even  though  the  antennas  or  towers  may  be 
located  on  leased  parcels  within  such  lots. 
Towers  that  are  constructed,  and  antennas 
that  are  installed,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  constitute  the  expansion  of  a  non- 
conforming use  or  structure.  Nor  shall  such 
facilities  be  deemed  to  be  an  "accessory 
use"  .

V.     APPT.TPABILITY 

A.  Public   Property 

Antennas  or  towers  located  on  property  owned, 
leased,  or  otherwise  controlled  by  the  Town 
may  be  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance,  except  that  uses  are  only  permit- 
ted in  the  zones  and  areas  as  delineated  in  P 
IV,  B.  This  partial  exemption  shall  be  avail- 
able if  a  license  or  lease  authorizing  such 
antenna  or  tower  has  been  approved  by  the 
governing  body  and  the  governing  body  elects 
subject  to  state  law  and  local  ordinance,  to 
seek  the  partial  exemption  from  this  ordi- 
nance. 

B.  Amateur  Radio;  Receive-Only  Antennas 

This  ordinance  shall  not  govern  any  tower,  or 
the  installation  of  any  antenna  that  is  under 
70  feet  in  height  and  is  owned  and  operated 
by  a  federally-licensed  amateur  radio  station 
operator  or  is  used  exclusively  for  receive 
only  antennas.  This  application  adopts  the 
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provisions  and  limitations  as  referenced  in 
RSA  674:16,  IV. 

C.  Essential  Services  &  Public  Utilities 

Telecommunications  facilities  shall  not  be 
considered  infrastructure,  essential  servic- 
es, or  public  utilities,  as  defined  or  used 
elsewhere  in  the  Town's  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations. Siting  for  telecommunication  facili- 
ties is  a  use  of  land,  and  is  addressed  by 
this  Article. 

VI.  CONSTRUCTION  PERFORMANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

A.  Aesthetic  and  Lighting 

The  guidelines  in  this  subsection  (A) ,  shall 
govern  the  location  of  all  towers,  and  the 
installation  of  all  antennas. 

1.  Towers  shall  either  maintain  a  galvanized 
steel  finisher,  subject  to  any  applicable 
standards  of  the  FAA,  or  be  painted  a  neutral 
color,  so  as  to  reduce  visual  obtrusiveness . 

2 .  At  a  tower  site,  the  design  of  the  build- 
ings and  related  structures  shall,  to  the 
maximum  extent  possible,  use  materials, 
colors,  textures,  screening,  and  landscaping 
that  will  blend  the  tower  facilities  with  the 
natural  setting  and  built  environment.  These 
buildings  and  facilities  shall  also  be  sub- 
ject to  all  other  Site  Plan  Review  Regulation 
requirements . 

3.  If  an  antenna  is  installed  on  a  structure 
other  than  a  tower,  the  antenna  and  support- 
ing electrical  and  mechanical  equipment  must 
be  of  neutral  color  that  is  identical  to,  or 
closely  compatible  with,  the  color  of  the 
supporting  structure  so  as  to  make  the  anten- 
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na  and  related  equipment  as  visually  unobtru- 
sive as  possible. 

4.  Towers  shall  not  be  artificially  lighted, 
unless  required  by  the  FAA  or  other  applica- 
ble authority.  If  lighting  is  required,  the 
governing  authority  may  review  the  available 
lighting  alternatives  and  approve  the  design 
that  would  cause  the  least  disturbance  to  the 
surrounding  views . 

5.  Towers  shall  not  contain  any  permanent  or 
temporary  signs,  writing,  symbols,  or  any 
graphic  representation  of  any  kind. 

B.  Federal  Requirements 

All  towers  must  meet  or  exceed  current 
standards  and  regulations  of  the  FAA,  FCC, 
and  any  other  agency  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment with  the  authority  to  regulate  towers 
and  antennas.  If  such  standards  and  regula- 
tions are  changed,  then  the  owners  of  the 
towers  and  antennas  governed  by  this  ordi- 
nance shall  bring  such  towers  and  antennas 
into  compliance  with  such  revised  standards 
and  regulations  within  six  (6)  months  of  the 
effective  date  of  such  standards  and  regula- 
tions, unless  a  more  stringent  compliance 
schedule  is  mandated  by  the  controlling 
federal  agency.  Failure  to  bring  towers  and 
antennas  into  compliance  with  such  revised 
standards  and  regulations  shall  constitute 
grounds  for  the  removal,  in  accordance  with 
Para.  X,  of  the  tower  or  antenna,  as  aban- 
doned, at  the  owners  expense  through  the 
execution  of  the  posted  security. 

C.  Building  Codes  -  Safety  Standards 

To  ensure  the  structural  integrity  of  towers 
and  antennas,  the  owner  of  a  tower  shall 
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ensure  that  it  is  maintained  in  compliance 
with  standards  contained  in  applicable  local 
building  codes  and  the  applicable  standards 
for  towers  that  are  published  by  the  Elec- 
tronic Industries  Association,  as  amended 
from  time  to  time.  If,  upon  inspection,  the 
Town  concludes  that  a  tower  fails  to  comply 
with  such  codes  and  standards  and  constitutes 
a  danger  to  persons  or  property,  then  upon 
notice  being  provided  to  the  owner  of  the 
tower,  the  owner  shall  have  3  0  days  to  bring 
such  tower  into  compliance  with  such  stan- 
dards. If  the  owner  fails  to  bring  such  tower 
into  compliance  within  30  days,  such  action 
shall  constitute  an  abandonment  and  grounds 
for  the  removal,  in  accordance  with  Para  X, 
of  the  tower  or  antenna,  as  abandoned,  at  the 
owners  expense  through  execution  of  the 
posted  security. 

D.  Additional  Requirements  for  Telecommunica- 
tions Facilities 

These  requirements  shall  supersede  any  and 
all  other  applicable  standards  found  else- 
where in  Town  Ordinances  or  Regulations  that 
are  less  strict . 

1.  Setbacks  and  Separation 

a.  Towers  must  be  set  back  a  distance  equal 
to  125%  of  the  height  of  the  tower  from  any 
off-site  residential  structure. 

b.  Tower,  guys,  and  accessory  facilities  must 
satisfy  the  minimum  zoning  district  setback 
requirements . 

c.  Towers  over  90  feet  in  height  shall  not  be 
located  within  one-quarter  mile  of  any  exist- 
ing tower  that  is  over  9  0  feet  in  height. 

2.  Security  Fencing. 

Towers  shall  be  enclosed  by  security  fencing 
not  less  than  six  feet  in  height  and  shall 
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also  be  equipped  with  an  appropriate  any- 
climbing  devic^e. 

3 .  Landscaping 

a.  Towers  shall  be  landscaped  with  a  buffer 
of  plant  materials  that  effectively  screens 
the  view  of  the  tower  compound  from  adjacent 
residential  property.  The  standard  buffer 
shall  consist  of  a  landscaped  strip  at  least 
10  feet  wide  outside  the  perimeter  of  the 
compound.  Natural  vegetation  is  preferred. 

b.  In  locations  where  the  visual  impact  of 
the  tower  would  be  minimal,  the  landscaping 
requirement  may  be  reduced  or  waived  entire- 
ly. 

c.  Existing  mature  tree  growth  and  natural 
land  forms  on  the  site  shall  be  preserved  to 
the  maximum  extent  possible.  In  some  cases, 
such  as  towers  sited  on  large  wooded  lot 6s, 
natural  growth  around  the  property  may  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  buffer. 

VII.  SPECIAL  EXCEPTION 

A,  General 

All  applications  under  this  ordinance  shall 
apply  to  the  Planning  Board  for  Site  Plan 
Review  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  as 
provided  for  in  the  Town's  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations.  In  addition,  applications  under 
this  ordinance  shall  also  be  required  to 
submit  the  information  provided  for  in  this 
Section. 

B.  Issuance  of  Special  Exceptions 

In  granting  the  Special  Exception,  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  may  impose  conditions  to 
the  extent  the  Board  concludes  such  condi- 
tions are  necessary  to  minimize  any  adverse 
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effect  of  the  proposed  tower  on  adjoining 
properties,  and  preserve  the  intent  of  this 
ordinance. 

1.  Procedure  on  application 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  act  upon 
the  application  in  accordance  with  the  proce- 
dural requirements  of  the  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations  and  RSA  676:4. 

2 .  Decisions 

Possible  decisions  rendered  by  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment,  include  Approval,  Appro- 
val with  Conditions,  or  Denial.  All  decisions 
shall  be  rendered  in  writing,  and  a  Denial 
shall  be  in  writing  and  based  upon  substan- 
tial evidence  contained  in  the  written 
record. 

3 .  Factors  Considered  in  Granting  Decisions 

a.  Height  of  proposed  tower  or  other  struc- 
ture 

b.  Proximity  of  tower  to  residential  develop- 
ment or  zones 

c.  Nature  of  uses  on  adjacent  and  nearby 
properties 

d.  Surrounding  topography 

e.  Surrounding  tree  coverage  and  foliage 

f .  Design  of  the  tower,  with  particular 
reference  to  design  characteristics  that  have 
the  effect  of  reducing  or  eliminating  visual 
obtrusiveness 

g.  Proposed  ingress  and  egress  to  the  site 

h.  Availability  of  suitable  existing  towers 
and  other  structures  as  discussed  in  Para 
VII, C. 3 

i.  Visual  impacts  on  view  sheds,  ridge  lines, 
and  other  impacts  by  means  of  tower  location, 
tree  and  foliage  clearing  and  placement  of 
incidental  structures 

j .  Availability  of  alternative  tower  struc- 
tures and  alternative  siting  locations 
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C.    Information  Required 

Each  applicant  requesting  a  Special  Exception 
under  this  ordinance  shall  submit  a  scaled 
plan  in  accordance  with  the  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations  and  further  information  including 
a  scaled  elevation  view,  topography,  radio 
frequency  coverage,  tower  height  require- 
ments, setbacks,  drives,  parking,  fencing, 
landscaping,  adjacent  uses  (up  to  200'  away), 
and  any  other  information  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  to  assess 
compliance  with  this  ordinance.  Furthermore, 
the  applicant  shall  submit  the  following 
prior   to   any   approval   by   the   Board: 

1.  The    applicant    shall    submit    written   proof 
that    the   proposed   use/facility   complies   with 
the    FCC    regulations    on    radio    frequency     (RF) 
exposure   guidelines. 

2.  The  applicant  shall  submit  written  proof 
that  an  evaluation  has  taken  place,  as  well 
as  the  results  of  such  evaluation,  satisfying 
the  requirements  of  the  National  Environmen- 
tal Policy  Act  (NEPA)  further  referenced  in 
applicable  FCC  rules.  If  an  Environmental 
Assessment  (EA)  or  an  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  (EIS)  is  required  under  the  FCC 
rules  and  NEPA,  submission  of  the  EA  or  EIS 
to  the  Board  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
federal  3  0  day  comment  period,  and  the  Town 
process,  shall  become  part  of  the  application 
requirements . 

3.  Each  applicant  for  an  antenna  and  or  tower 
shall  provide  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  an  inventory  of  its  existing 
towers  that  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Town  and  those  within  two  miles  of  the 
border  thereof,  including  specific  informa- 
tion   about    the    location,    height,    design    of

each  tower,  as  well  as  economic  and  techno- 
logical feasibility  for  co-location  on  the 
inventoried  towers .  The  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  may  share  such  information  with 
other  applicants  applying  for  approvals  or 
conditional  use  permits  under  this  ordinance 
or  other  organizations  seeking  to  locate 
antennas  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
governing  authority,  provided,  however  that 
the  Planning  Board  is  not,  by  sharing  such 
information,  in  any  way  representing  or 
warranting  that  such  sites  are  available  or 
suitable . 

If  the  applicant  is  proposing  to  build  a  new 
tower,  the  applicant  shall  submit  written 
evidence  demonstrating  that  no  existing 
structure  can  accommodate  the  applicant's 
proposed  antenna.  This  evidence  can  consist 
of: 

a.  Substantial  Evidence  that  no  existing 
towers  or  structures  are  located  within  the 
geographic  area  required  to  meet  the  appli- 
cant's engineering  requirements,  provided 
that  a  description  of  the  geographic  area 
required   is   also   submitted. 

b.  Substantial  Evidence  that  existing  towers 
are  not  of  sufficient  height  to  meet  the 
applicant's  engineering  requirements,  and 
why . 

c.  Substantial  Evidence  that  the  existing 
towers  or  structures  do  not  have  sufficient 
structural  strength  to  support  applicant's 
proposed  antenna   and   related   equipment . 

d.  Substantial  Evidence  that  applicant's 
proposed  antenna  would  cause  electromagnetic 
interference  with  the  antenna  on  the  existing 
towers    or    structures,    or   the   antenna   on   the 
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existing  towers  or  structures  would  cause 
interference  with  the  applicant's  proposed 
antenna . 

e.  Substantial  Evidence  that  the  fees,  costs, 
or  contractual  provisions  required  by  the 
owner  in  order  to  share  the  existing  tower  or 
structure  are  unreasonable.  Costs  exceeding 
new  tower  development  are  presumed  to  be 
unreasonable . 

f.  Substantial  Evidence  that  the  applicant 
can  demonstrate  other  limiting  factors  that 
render  existing  towers  and  structures  unsuit- 
able . 

4.  The  applicant  proposing  to  build  a  new 
tower,  shall  submit  an  agreement  with  the 
Town  that  allows  for  the  maximum  allowance  of 
co-location  upon  the  new  structure.  Such 
statement  shall  become  a  Condition  to  any 
Approval.  This  statement  shall,  at  a  minimum, 
require  the  applicant  to  supply  available  co- 
location  for  reasonable  fees  and  costs  to 
other  telecommunications  providers.  Failure 
to  provide  such  an  agreement  is  evidence  of 
the  applicant's  unwillingness  to  cooperate 
with  the  orderly  and  well-planned  development 
of  the  Town  of  Greenland,  and  grounds  for  a 
Denial . 

5.  The  applicant  shall  submit  the  engineering 
information  detailing  the  size  and  coverage 
required  for  the  facility  location.  The 
Planning  Board  may  have  this  information 
reviewed  by  a  consultant  for  verification  of 
any  claims  made  by  the  applicant  regarding 
technological  limitations  and  feasibility  for 
alternative  locations.  Cost  for  this  review 
shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant  in  accordance 
with    676:4 (g) . 
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VIII.  VARIANCES 

A.  General 

Where  the  Board  finds  that  extraordinary 
hardships,  practical  difficulties,  or  unne- 
cessary and  unreasonable  expense  would  result 
from  strict  compliance  with  the  foregoing 
regulations  or  the  purposes  of  these  regula- 
tions may  be  served  to  a  greater  extent  by  an 
alternative  proposal,  it  may  approve  varianc- 
es to  these  regulations.  The  purpose  of 
granting  variances  under  provisions  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  to  insure  that  an  ap- 
plicant is  not  unduly  burdened  as  opposed  to 
merely  inconvenienced  by  said  regulations. 
The  Board  shall  not  approve  any  variance (s) 
unless  a  majority  of  those  present  and  voting 
shall  find  that  all  of  the  following  apply: 

1.  The  granting  of  the  variance  wilJ.^ot  be 
detrimental  to  the  public  safety,  health  or 
welfare  or  injurious  to  other  property  and 
will  promote  the  public  interest. 

2.  The  variance  will  not,  in  any  manner,  vary 
the  provisions  of  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance, Greenland  Master  Plan,  or  Official 
Maps 

3.  Such  variance (s)  will  substantially  secure 
the  objectives,  standards  and  requirements  of 
these  regulations 

4.  A  particular  and  identifiable  hardship 
exists  or  a  specific  circumstance  warrants 
the  granting  of  a  variance.  Factors  to  be 
considered  in  determining  the  existence  of  a 
hardship  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to: 

a.  Topography  and  other  Site  features 

b.  Availability  of  alternative  site  locations 

c.  Geographic  location  of  property 

d.  Size/magnitude  of  project  being  evaluated 
and  availability  of  co-location 
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B.  Conditions 

In  approving  variances,  the  Board  may  impose 
such  conditions  as  it  deems  appropriate  to 
substantially  secure  the  objectives  of  the 
standards  or  requirements  of  these  regula- 
tions . 

C .  Procedures 

A  petition  for  any  such  variances  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  by  the  applicant  with 
the  application  for  Board  review.  The  peti- 
tion shall  state  fully  the  grounds  for  the 
variance  and  all  of  the  facts  relied  upon  by 
the  applicant.  Failure  to  submit  petition  in 
writing  shall  require  an  automatic  denial. 

IX.  BONDING  AND  SECURITY  AND  INSURANCE 

Recognizing  the  extremely  hazardous  situation 
presented  by  abandoned  and  unmonitored  tow- 
ers, the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  set 
the  form  and  amount  of  security  that  repre- 
sents the  cost  for  removal  and  disposal  of 
abandoned  towers  in  the  event  that  the  tower 
is  abandoned  and  tower  owner  is  incapable  and 
unwilling  to  remove  the  tower  in  accordance 
with  Para  X.  Bonding  and  surety  shall  be 
consistent  with  the  provision  in  the  Subdivi- 
sion Regulations.  Furthermore,  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  shall  require  the  submis- 
sion of  proof  of  adequate  insurance  covering 
accident  or  damage. 

X.  REMOVAL  OF  ABANDONED  ANTENNAS  AND  TOWERS 

Any  antenna  or  tower  that  is  not  operated  for 
a  continuous  period  of  12  months  shall  be 
considered  abandoned  and  hazardous  to  the 
public  health  and  safety,  unless  the  owner  of 
said  tower  provides  proof  of  quarterly  in- 
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spections.  The  owner  shall  remove  the  aban- 
doned structure  within  90  days  of  receipt  of 
a  declaration  of  abandonment  from  the  Town 
notifying  the  owner  of  such  abandonment.  A 
declaration  of  abandonment  shall  only  be 
issued  following  a  public  hearing,  noticed 
per  Town  regulations,  with  notice  to  abutters 
and  the  last  known  owner /operator  of  the 
tower.  If  the  abandoned  tower  is  not  removed 
within  90  days  the  Town  may  execute  the 
security  and  have  the  tower  removed.  If  there 
are  two  or  more  users  of  a  single  tower,  this 
provision  shall  not  become  effective  until 
all  users  cease  using  the  tower,  and 

b.  To  renumber  accordingly 

Amendment  #3:  To  see  if  the  Residents  of  the 
Town  of  Greenland  will,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Greenland  Planning  Board,  vote  to 
amend  Section  15.1.2  of  the  Greenland  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

1.  To  delete  the  words:  "The  fee  shall  be 
$75.00  plus  an  additional  charge  per  abutter, 
said  charge  to  be  established  and  periodical- 
ly adjusted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  to  re- 
flect the  expense  of  required  mailing  to 
abutters . "  and 

2.  To  replace  with  the  following  words: 
"Application  fees  and  fees  for  legal  notices, 
abutters  notices  and  any  other  costs  in  the 
review  of  the  proposed  application  shall  be 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  at  a 
duly  noticed  public  hearing.  Fees  shall  be 
reasonable  and  established  to  cover  the  costs 
of  advertising,  notification  and  technical 
review  of  the  proposed  submission." 

Amendment  #A;  Interim  Growth  Management 
Ordinance . 
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limit  the  number  of  residential  building 
permits  issued  within  the  next  year  so  that 
the  Town  of  Greenland  can  update  its  Master 
Plan,  Capital  Improvements  Plan  and  examine 
ordinances  and  regulations  that  consider 
Greenland's  natural  and  historic  resources? 
The  Article   reads   as    follows: 


a)  Article  XII:  Interim  Growth  Management 
Regulations 

Pursuant  to  RSA  674:23,  The  Town  of  Greenland 
hereby  enacts  Interim  Growth  Management 
Regulations  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
when  this  Ordinance  is  enacted  or  until 
adequate  measures  are  instituted  which  ad- 
dress the  long  term  growth  of  the  Town  of 
Greenland.  The  purposes  of  this  proposed 
Ordinance   are : 

1 .  To  ensure  that  the  rate  of  growth  to  Town 
experiences  in  future  years  does  not  unrea- 
sonably interfere  with  the  Town's  capacity 
for  planned,  orderly  and  safe  expansion  of 
its    services    to   accommodate   such  growth. 

2 .  To  provide  time  for  the  Town  to  update  its 
Master  Plan  and  to  develop  a  Capital  Improve- 
ment Plan  and  to  develop  a  Growth  Management 
Timing  of  Development  Ordinance  under  RSA 
674:22. 

3 .  To  research  and  recommend  to  the  Town  what 
adequate  and  sufficient  police  and  fire 
protection  coverages  are  and  to  develop  a 
plan   to   support    the   Town's   needs. 

4.  To  research  the  water  requirements  of  the 
Town   and   to  make    recommendations    to    the   Town 
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based  on  immediate  needs. 

5.  To  see  if  the  current  school  system  is 
adequate . 

6.  To  explore  and  review  alternative  Town 
regulations  and  ordinances  that  will  take 
into  account  the  Town's  natural  and  historic 
resources . 

Regulations 

1.  Permits  for  non-residential  construction, 
or  permits  for  expansion,  alteration  or 
replacement  of  existing  dwelling  units  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, provided  that  said  construction  does 
not  result  in  additional  dwelling  units. 

2 .  The  maximum  number  of  building  permits  for 
the  construction  of  new  dwelling  units  shall 
be  limited  to  twenty  (20)  for  the  period  in 
which  the  Interim  Growth  Management  Regula- 
tions are  in  effect. 

3 .  A  separate  building  permit  shall  be  re- 
quired for  each  dwelling  proposed  for  con- 
struction. 

4.  Permits  for  dwelling  units  shall  be  grant- 
ed according  to  the  following  schedule: 

March  5  permits 

June  5  permits 

September  5  permits 

December  5  permits 

No  more  than  four  (4)  permits  will  be  issued 
to  one  person  or  developer  during  the  Interim 
period.  Permits  issued  to  any  family  members, 
employees,  realty  trusts  or  -any  other 
entities  related  to  the  developer  or  person 
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will  be  considered  as  part  of  the  maximum  of 
four  (4)  permits. 

In  the  event  that  fewer  than  the  allotted 
permits  are  issued  in  one  quarter,  the  unused 
permits  shall  be  applied  equally  to  the 
remaining  quarters.  Under  no  circumstances 
shall  the  total  number  of  permits  under  this 
regulation  exceed  twenty  (20) . 

5.  Permit  applications  shall  be  issued  on  a 
lottery  basis.  Applications  will  only  be 
given  to  the  owners,  or  their  agents,  of 
legal  building  lots.  The  lottery  is  to  be 
conducted  at  the  second  Board  of  Selectmen's 
meeting  on  the  months  listed.  No  building 
permit  shall  be  granted  under  this  article 
until  the  Building  Inspector  has  determined 
that  the  proposed  construction  complies  with 
all  other  applicable  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  Town  of  Greenland,  and 

b.  To  renumber  subsequent  Articles  according- 
ly. 

Amendment  #5 1  Are  you  in  favor 'of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Green- 
land Zoning  Ordinance?  Submitted  by  petition 
of  Kathleen  Gage  and  others. 

The  Amendment  by  Petition  is  as  follows: 

No  firearms,  alcohol  or  tobacco  products  may 
be  sold  within  a  Residential  District,  or 
within  five  hundred  feet  of  a  drug-free 
school  zone  or  a  licensed  day  care  facility. 

(Not  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
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Amendment  # 6 :  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Green- 
land Zoning  Ordinance.  Submitted  by  petition 
of  David  McNeil  and  others. 

The  Amendment  by  petition  is  as  follows: 

Any  use  of  property  within  the  Town  of  Green- 
land that  results  in  the  production  of  noxi- 
ous, offensive  or  other  objectionable  odor  or 
fumes,  or  any  odor  detrimental  to  the  value 
or  us^  of  adjacent  property,  which  odor  is 
discernible  from  Residential  property,  shall 
constitute  a  nuisance  per  se  and  such  use 
shall  immediately  be  ordered  ceased  and 
abated  by  the  Selectmen  upon  well-founded 
complaint  by  a  person  aggrieved  thereby. 

No  truck  or  other  vehicle  may  operate  its 
diesel  engine  or  refrigeration  unit  for  more 
than  ten  (10)  consecutive  minutes  while 
resting  or  refueling  at  any  service  station 
or  while  resting  or  refueling  on  any  Commer- 
cial or  Industrial  property  within  the  Town 
of  Greenland.  Any  person  who  violates  this 
provision  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $75.00 
for  each  offense.

District . 

No  person  or  entity  that  is  not  strictly  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  an  existing  and 
approved  site  plan,  variance,  special  excep- 
tion, or  other  terms  or  limitations  duly  set 
forth  by  a  local  land  use  board  (such  as  the 
Planning  Board  or  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment),  may  apply  to  a  local  land  use 
board  for  permission  for  an  expansion  of 
usage  regarding  the  property  upon  which  such 
terms  and  limitations  were  set;  nor  may  that 
non-complying  person  or  entity  apply  for  any 
variance  or  for  any  special  exception  involv- 
ing the  same  property  that  is  subject  to  the 
existing  site  plan,  variance,  special  excep- 
tion, or  othdr  terms  or  limits*  already  set 
forth  by  a  local  land  use  board.

The  Greenland  School  District  meeting,  scheduled  for  March  7, 
1996,  was  rescheduled  for  Saturday,  March  16,  1996,  at  8:30  a.m.

The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led 
by  Greenland  Boy  Scouts:  Cory  Cresta,  Colton  Gove  and  Greg 
Sanderson.  Introductions  were  then  made  of  the  School  Board 
Members,  School  District  Officials,  Building  Principal,  and  SAU 
50  Administrators. 

The  rules  of  the  meeting  were  then  outlined  by  Moderator 
Mullholand. 

ARTICLE  1.  It  was  moved  by  Richard  Carlin;  seconded  by  Ann 
Mayer,  to  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  and /or 
officers  theretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

It  was  Moved  by  Ann  Mayer;  seconded  by  Bruce 
Dearborn,  to  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  approve  the  cost 
items  included  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  reached 
between  the  Greenland  School  Board  and  the  Association  of 
Coastal  Teachers /Greenland,  which  calls  for  the  estimated 
increase  of  $33,353  in  salaries  and  benefits  for  the  1996/97  fiscal 
year  and,  further,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $33,353 
(thirty-three  thousand  three  hundred  fifty-three  dollars)  for  the 
1996/97  fiscal  year,  such  sum  representing  the  additional  costs 
attributable  to  the  increase  in  salaries  and  benefits  over  those  of 
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the  appropriation  at  current  staffing  levels  paid  in  the  prior  fiscal 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
Stephen  F.  Maio 

How  good  is  the  local  public  school?  This  is  a  reasonable 
and  common  question  among  parents,  citizens,  and  taxpayer 
groups  of  New  Hampshire.  The  quality  of  education  was  an 
issue  in  the  fall  presidential  campaign  and  was  a  hallmark  of 
Governor  Shaheen's  campaign  to  win  the  gubernatorial 
election. 

The  Business  and  Industry  Association  of  New  Hampshire 
(BIA)  in  its  fall  1996  report.  An  Agenda  for  Economic  Opportu- 
nity in  New  Hampshire,  lists  the  strengthening  of  public  edu- 
cation as  one  of  the  important  challenges  ".  .  .  to  sustain  and 

extend  economic  prosperity." 

The  1996  Phi  Delta  Kappa/Gallup  Poll  on  the  public's  atti- 
tudes toward  public  schools  found  that  64%  of  respondents 
believe  that  the  federal  government  should  spend  more  time 
and  resources  improving  education  than  balancing  the  fed- 
eral budget.  Yet,  two-thirds  of  parents  assigned  a  grade  of  A 
or  B  to  the  public  school  their  oldest  child  attends. 

In  the  spring  of  1996,  ZIS^  Today  ran  a  series  on  the  public 
schools  and  in  general  dismissed  indiscriminate  criticism  of 
public  education  by  asserting  that  the  public  schools  are 
generally  better  than  the  credit  they  receive.  The  paper's 
survey  showed  that  73%  of  the  parents  were  satisfied  with 
their  schools  academic  offerings;  83%  of  the  parents  reported 
that  they  would  recommend  their  schools  to  another  parent. 
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Public  Expectations 

Parents  and  citizens  want  their  schools  safe  and  clean.  They 
then  differ  widely  on  their  expectations  which  may  range 
from  a  strong  focus  on  basic  skills,  to  teaching  and  inspiring 
youngsters  to  be  creative  and  developing  high  proficiencies 
in  the  arts  and  sciences.  To  parents  of  special  needs  stu- 
dents, the  schools  should  provide  a  learning  environment 
which  accommodates  the  students'  intellectual,  emotional, 
and  physical  needs.  To  the  parent  of  an  academically  tal- 
ented student,  the  school  should  stretch  the  youngster's 
mind  and  provide  enrichment  activities  that  will  accommo- 
date genius. 

The  public  schools,  in  fact,  attempt  to  meet  all  such  needs  of 
all  their  students.  Such  a  challenging  mission  has  become 
increasingly  more  difficult  as  the  need  to  adapt  to  changes  in 
society  becomes  more  critical. 

The  world  appears  to  be  moving  uncontrolled  into  the  21st 
Century.  It  is  a  world  of  "genuine  techno-economic  revolu- 
tion," according  to  David  Pearce  Snyder,  editor  of  The  Futur- 
ist. Public  schools,  usually  slow  to  change,  are  reflecting  so- 
ciety and  are  making  grand  attempts  to  give  students,  in- 
cluding special  needs  students,  the  skills  that  will  help  them 
process  information.  Such  skills  are  critical  for  21st  Century 
employment.  So  strong  is  the  public  and  business  sentiment 
that  technology  is  the  key  to  the  future  of  our  students,  that 
virtually  all  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  have  ac- 
quired or  have  plans  to  install  computers  for  students  and 
for  staff  use  in  teaching  and  learning. 

SAU  50  schools  are  fortunate  that  the  school  board  in  each 
district  has  prepared  a  long-range  technology  plan  for  the 
purchase  of  computers  and  instructional  software.    SAU  50 
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teachers  have  been  preparing  themselves  to  integrate  the 
technology  with  their  school's  curriculum  and  instruction. 
In  addition,  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  is 
requiring  teachers  to  enroll  in  computer  training  programs 
in  order  for  them  to  renew  their  certification. 

Measuring  Results 

Running  concurrently  with  the  educational  move  to  more 
technology  is  the  emphasis  on  students  demonstrating  con- 
vincingly that  they  are  learning  at  a  high  intellectual  level. 
Students  success  and  happiness  in  life  depends  on  their 
knowledge  more  now  than  at  any  other  time  in  history 

There  is  a  growing  body  of  research  that  clearly  indicates 
that  a  person's  salary  will  be  proportional  to  her/his  knowl- 
edge. If  a  person  graduates  from  high  school,  which  is 
clearly  not  enough  schooling,  his/her  average  earnings,  ac- 
cording to  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education, 
will  be  $18,737  per  year  compared  to  $12,809  for  a  non- 
graduate.  High  school  graduates  will  qualify  for  48%  of  all 
jobs  and  their  lifetime  earnings  will  be  $820,870.  Dropouts 
will  qualify  for  only  9.8%  of  all  jobs  and  earn  only  $608,810 
in  a  lifetime.  These  statistics  dramatize  Governor  Shaheen's 
emphasis  on  schooling  beyond  high  school  or  at  least  two 
years  of  college  for  a  personally  satisfying  life. 

Governor  Shaheen  has  also  noted  that  the  New  Hampshire 
assessment  tests  gives  us  critical  baseline  data  for  improving 
education.  Traditionally,  both  our  teaching  and  testing  have 
been  geared  to  standardized  tests  and  multiple  choice  ques- 
tions. The  state  tests  have  questions  called  "open  ended." 
Students  have  to  take  the  information  they  have  and  concep- 
tualize answers  that  fit  the  question. 
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The  state  assessment  tests  are  designed  to  identify  the  qual- 
ity of  students'  learning.  However,  each  test  is  based  on  a 
curriculum  framework  which  may  or  may  not  match  the  lo- 
cal schools'  curriculum. 

Most  schools,  including  SAU  50  schools,  are  working  to 
adapt  their  current  curricula  to  the  frameworks  in  order  to 
prepare  students  fairly  for  the  questions  they  will  be  asked. 
While  most  educators  agree  that  higher  assessment  test 
scores  are  not  a  sign  of  quality  education  alone,  they  do  re- 
flect the  depth  of  student  understanding  of  the  state  gener- 
ated curriculum.  Educators  are  now  facing  hard  decisions 
on  what  to  teach,  especially  if  the  local  curriculum  is  differ- 
ent from  the  state  frameworks.  To  remedy  this  situation,  the 
SAU  50  school  board,  teachers,  and  administrators  have 
aligned  language  arts  and  science  with  the  state  curriculum 
frameworks.  A  committee  of  representatives  from  each  SAU 
50  school  is  currently  aligning  the  social  studies  curriculum. 
The  mathematics  curriculum  alignment  will  start  in  the  fall. 

The  assessment  tests  have  their  limitations.  While  they  may 
determine  how  well  the  school  has  conformed  to  aligning  its 
curriculum  with  the  state  frameworks,  the  assessment  test 
may  not  measure  the  educational  gains  of  a  student  with 
special  needs  or  measure  the  genius  of  a  talented  student. 

While  scores  on  assessment  tests  will  be  scrutinized  by  the 
public  and  schools  will  be  compared  one  to  the  other,  a 
quality  education  must  go  beyond  such  assessments. 

SAU  50  teachers  in  Greenland,  New  Castle,  Newington  and 
Rye,  are  engaging  in  professional  development  activities  to 
motivate  students  to  achieve  at  their  optimum  level  of 
learning  in  the  arts  and  sciences.   They  are  studying  the  lat- 
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est  research  regarding  multiple  intelligences  in  students  that 
need  to  be  addressed  in  daily  instruction.  To  continuously 
improve  their  teaching,  the  SAU  50  staff  has  become  sensi- 
tive to  techniques  in  instruction  that  follow  the  research  on 
how  the  brain  functions  best  in  learning  situations.  This  ac- 
commodation to  brain-based  learning  is  designed  to  assist  in 
moving  students  to  their  maximum  learning  potential. 

The  SAU  50  teaching  staff  also  takes  pride  in  striving  to  meet 
the  needs  in  the  regular  classroom  of  virtually  all  students 
with  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual  disabilities. 

Each  principal  in  the  SAU  is  working  on  a  District  Educa- 
tional Improvement  Plan  (DEIP)  for  her/his  school.  The 
plan  represents  the  vision  and  direction  to  which  the  school 
is  heading.  It  is  a  document  that  plans  strategically  for  the 
future  and  involves  teachers,  parents,  and  citizens.  It  is  a 
plan  that  strives  for  total  quality  and  continuous  improve- 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

Peter  D.  Smith 

The  year  1996  was  active  and  eventful  at  Greenland  Central 
School  and  one  that  involved  much  growth,  change,  and  success. 
In  September  our  student  population  increased  by  approximately 
40,  and  our  enrollment  now  hovers  at  350  students.  We  also 
experienced  higher  than  normal  staff  turnover  during  1996  and  the 
following  individuals  have  been  excellent  additions  to  our  school: 

Cindy  Frizzle,  Spanish  Teacher;  Jennifer  Hadley,  Jr.  High 
English  Teacher;  Jack  Hinton,  Evening  Custodian;  Dorothy 
Hubbard,  Special  Education  Teacher;  Leah  LaChance, 
Speech  and  Language  Aide;  Lori  Mason,  Special  Education 
Aide;  Christine  Nolan,  At-Risk  Counselor;  Elizabeth  Reisz, 
Librarian;  Dorothy  Roth,  Special  Education  Aide;  and 
Carol  Whalen,  Cafeteria  Monitor 

The  formation,  hard  work,  and  recommendations  of  the 
Greenland  Education  Improvement  Committee  has  been 
extremely  valuable  in  examining  our  school  effectiveness  and  in 
setting  goals  to  strengthen  curriculum  and  instruction.  This 
committee  made  up  of  school  and  community  members, 
distributed  to  all  school  families  a  plan  {Greenland  Education 
Improvement  Plan  -  G.E.I. P.)  including  our  mission,  goals,  and 
timeline.  The  committee  will  gladly  share  a  copy  of  this  plan  with 
any  other  interested  community  member  upon  request. 

The  following  are  examples  of  activities  and  initiatives  that 
have  resulted  from  our  ongoing  school  improvement  effort  over  the 
past  year. 
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♦  Technology  ~  We  have  fulfilled  year  one  of  our  three  year 
Technology  Plan  including  network  capabilities,  improved 
telecommunications,  equipment  updates,  and  continued 
integration  of  computer  skills  and  application  across  the 
curriculum  at  all  grade  levels. 

♦  Writing  ~  We  have  placed  emphasis  on  writing  process  and 
management  through  faculty  inservice  conducted  by 
nationally  recognized  trainer  John  Collins.  Additionally, 
writing  was  examined  through  a  review  and  analysis  of  the 
writing  component  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Assessment 
and  its  holistic  criteria  for  assessment. 

♦  Foreign  Language  ~  Foreign  language  (Spanish) 
instruction  was  introduced  at  grades  7  and  8.  The  program 
has  been  extremely  successful  and  well  received  due  in 
large  part  to  our  excellent  instructor.  The  exploratory 
component  in  grade  7,  the  8th  grade  level  1  class,  and  our 
co-curricular  Spanish  Club  will  provide  Greenland  students 
with  excellent  foreign  language  experience  prior  to  high 
school. 

♦  School  Climate  ~  A  school  Climate  Committee  consisting 
of  teachers,  administration,  parents,  and  school  board  was 
created  as  a  result  of  the  G.E.I.P.  recommendations.  The 
group  has  met  regularly  with  the  goal  of  examining  student 
attitudes  toward  school  and  promoting  positive  behavior. 
The  committee  is  currently  researching  the  topic  of  media 
influences  on  young  people  and  exploring  integrated 
classroom  activities  to  raise  student  awareness. 

♦  Curriculum  Development  ~  Greenland  staff  were 
instrumental  in  the  year  long  process  of  reviewing  and 
aligning  with  the  state  frameworks  our  SAU  50  Science 
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Curriculum.  Greenland  hosted  a  comprehensive  workshop 
in  November  that  provided  all  teachers  with  clearly  defined 
curriculum  objectives  and  suggested  instructional  strategies 
and  resources  to  accomplish  them.  Three  Greenland 
teachers  are  currently  a  part  of  the  committee  to  review 
social  studies  and  two  will  co-chair  the  effort  to  achieve 
similar  definition  and  a  standard  of  expectation  regarding 
social  studies  skills  and  concepts. 

In  terms  of  student  achievement,  the  results  of  standardized 
assessment  continue  to  reflect  success  for  Greenland  students.  Our 
second  through  eighth  graders  scored  on  average  more  than  20% 
higher  on  California  Achievement  Test  items  than  other  students 
nationwide.  Additionally,  our  current  fourth  grade  scored  amongst 
the  top  schools  in  New  Hampshire  on  last  spring's  Grade  3  State 
Assessment.  Our  sixth  graders  achieved  nearer  the  state  average 
on  the  first  year  of  the  Grade  6  New  Hampshire  Assessment;  data 
that  will  serve  as  a  baseline  for  future  years. 

Our  commitment  to  educating  the  "whole"  child  and 
providing  for  a  range  of  learners  and  styles  was  enhanced  this  past 
year  through  many  new  and  ongoing  activities.  Three  new  co- 
curricular  activities  were  introduced  and  coordinated  by  staff 
members,  including  Drama,  Chess  Club,  and  school  newspaper 
(The  VikingV  More  than  150  students  put  their  creativity  and 
problem  solving  abilities  to  work  through  these  popular  and 
motivating  after  school  activities. 

Other  school  highlights  for  1996  include  our  Second 
Armual  Student  Exposition,  four  highly  successfial  Odyssey  of  the 
Mind  teams,  completion  of  our  playground,  Project  Safeguard, 
talent  show,  outstanding  concerts,  junior  high  advisory  program, 
more  integrated  and  thematic  learning,  guest  visitors,  athletics,  and 
much  more. 
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We  have  again  this  year  utiUzed  support,  initiatives,  and 
grant  contributions  from  the  Foundation  for  Seacoast  Health  and 
the  Greater  Portsmouth  Educational  Partnership  Council.   Other 
examples  of  opportunities  afforded  our  students  through 
coordination  with  local  groups  include  D.A.R.E.  (Greenland  Police 
Department),  cemetery  preservation  (Historical  Society),  senior 
friends  (Edgewood  Centre),  fire  prevention  and  education 
(Greenland  Fire  Department),  enrichment  opportunities  (Junior 
Women's  Club)  and  coordination  of  sports  activities  (Recreation 
Department). 

The  Greenland  parents  and  the  parent  organization 
(G.P.O.),  along  with  the  Reading  is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.) 
Committee,  continue  to  contribute  a  tremendous  amount  of  time 
and  energy  through  classroom  assistance,  sponsoring  of 
educational  and  social  events,  and  in  raising  funds  that  support 
school  programs. 

Our  school  community  is  comprised  of  many  dedicated 
individuals,  and  I  want  to  thank  the  entire  staff,  the  students,  our 
school  officials,  parents,  and  residents  who  continue  to  support  our 
school  through  a  shared  commitment  to  quality  education  in 
Greenland. 


GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT

Many,  varied  responsibilities  at  Greenland  Central  School 
continue  to  provide  me  with  a  very  interesting  and  challenging  job. 
I  am  currently  providing  individual  weekly  counseling  to  eighteen 
students.  During  this  last  calendar  year  I  taught  fifty  classroom 
lessons  of  instruction  on  topics  such  as  eighth  grade  Career 
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Exploration  and  first  grade  Safe  Places  to  Play.  I  also  provided 
numerous  consultations  to  teachers  and  parents.  A  great  deal  of 
my  time  is  spent  serving  as  chairperson  and  case  manager  of  our 
Special  Services  Team. 

As  in  years  past,  I  organized  and  helped  teachers  with 
various  testing  programs.  Greenland  Central's  testing  program 
includes  the  California  Achievement  Test  in  grades  2-8  and  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Assessment  Program  in  grades  3  and  6. 
This  fall  I  helped  Mr.  Smith  disseminate  information  to  teachers, 
regarding  the  New  Hampshire  State  Assessment  Program  and  the 
state's  identified  curriculum  frameworks. 

This  past  February,  in  addition  to  other  regularly 
administered  testing  programs,  I  organized  and  administered  the 
National  Assessment  of  Educational  Progress  Program.  The 
NAEP  is  a  congressional  mandated  evaluation  program  designed  to 
measure  the  current  status  of  educational  achievement  of 
America's  youth.  Educational  achievement  and  long  term  trends 
are  reported  at  the  national  and  regional  level.  Selected  Greenland 
eighth  graders  were  assessed  in  mathematics  and  science. 

I  served  on  last  year's  District  Educational  Improvement 
Plan  Committee  and  this  year's  Greenland  Educational 
Improvement  Plan  Committee.  Community  committees  all  across 
the  state  are  meeting  to  develop  a  school  improvement  plan,  by 
establishing  school  wide  goals  and  a  plan  to  accomplish  these 
goals. 
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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

Maryann  Misiaszek 

The  1 996-97  school  year  is  well  underway  and  the  health 
office  has  seen  a  steady  flow  of  both  students  and  staff  with  flu- 
like symptoms. 

The  NH  Public  Health  Immunization  Survey  has  been 
completed  and  sent  in  to  meet  the  November  15,  1996  deadline. 
Height,  weight,  and  blood  pressure  have  been  done  on  all  students 
and  recorded  in  their  health  records.  Vision  and  hearing  screenings 
are  now  underway,  and  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
February,  with  referrals  being  sent  as  needed. 

Atlantic  Orthopaedic  Associates  will  again  volunteer  their 
time  in  April  to  hold  a  sports  screening  clinic  for  junior  high 
students.  Last  year  62  students  were  screened.  At  this  time  we 
will  also  be  screening  for  scoliosis. 

All  seventh  grade  students  have  received  their  second  dose 
of  measles  vaccine  (MMR),  and  this  has  been  recorded  on  their 
immunization  records.  We  will  be  having  another  MMR  clinic  in 
April  or  May  of  1 997  for  students  who  will  be  entering  the  seventh 
grade  in  September.  This  second  dose  of  measles  vaccine  is  now 
required  by  NH  state  law. 

I  will  again  be  offering  classes  in  CPR  to  staff  and  students 
this  year.  CPR  training  is  part  of  the  sixth  grade  health  unit.  We 
now  have  mannequins  with  which  to  practice  skills.  This  provides 
more  effective  training  in  skills  we  all  should  know.  I  have  also 
assisted  teachers  with  other  health  units. 

I  am  available  during  school  hours  for  any  questions  or 
concerns. 
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REPORT  OF  PORTSMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Richard  F.  Gremlitz,  Acting  Princiipal 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  offer  this  report  to  the  residents  of  SAU  50.  The 
staff  of  Portsmouth  High  School  consistently  praises  the  students 
who  come  to  us  from  your  school  districts  as  being  well-prepared, 
ready  to  learn,  and  eager  to  participate  in  the  many  activities  that 
our  school  provides  for  its  students. 

A  central  goal  this  year  at  Portsmouth  High  School  has  been  to 
refine  and  institutionalize  the  block  schedule  initiative  that  was 
begun  in  the  1995/96  school  year.  A  survey  taken  at  the  end  of 
last  year  of  both  staff  and  students  indicated  a  strong  majority 
favoring  the  block  scheduling  format  over  the  old  seven  period 
day. 

The  advantages  to  block  scheduling  have  been  stated  in  this 
publication  in  the  past:  increase  in  instructional  time,  more 
relaxed  pace  in  the  school  owing  to  fewer  class  changes,  fewer 
discipline  referrals,  increase  in  the  number  of  students  on  the 
honor  roll. 

While  the  feedback  on  the  block  schedule  and  its  obvious  benefits 
are  very  heartening,  we  realize  that  further  refinements  are 
necessary  and  appropriate.  Both  informal  and  formal  evaluation 
of  the  schedule  and  its  effect  on  instruction  will  continue  in  the 
months  and  years  ahead. 

Specific  initiatives  planned  for  next  year  include  shifting 
curriculura  to  provide  a  better  scope  and  sequence  in  Foreign 
Languages  (six  levels  in  French  and  Spanish),  addition  of  a  second 
component  to  the  Psychology  elective  in  Social  Studies,  realignment 
of  mathematics  curriculum  to  replace  Advanced  Math  Topics  with 
Algebra  III,  increasing  of  the  Newspaper  elective  to  a  full  semester 
course. 
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Elective  courses  continue  to  see  an  overall  rise  in  enrollment.  This 
is  due  to  two  factors:  students  are  required  to  be  assigned  a  class 
every  block  and  each  successive  class  is  required  to  earn  more 
total  credits  for  graduation  (class  of  1997  =  22  credits;  class  of  1998 
=  24  credits;  class  of  1999  and  above  =  26  credits). 

Our  entire  staff  is  involved  in  a  system-wide  initiative  to  align  our 
curriculum  with  the  newly  publshed  state  curiculum  frameworks 
and  proficiency  standards.  These  documents  provide  a  clear 
direction  that  w^ill  allow  us  to  accomplish  the  dual  goals  of 
delivering  instruction  in  the  core  subjects,  which  will  be 
consistent  with  the  rest  of  the  state,  and  will  also  allow  us  to 
respond  in  a  positive  fashion  to  baseline  data  provided  by  the  first 
administration  of  the  state  Grade  10  tests  last  spring. 

We  are  very  pleased  that  both  SAU  52  and  SAU  50  were  the  co- 
recipients  of  a  substantial  School-to-Life  Grant  that  will  provide 
enormous  resources  to  all  of  our  students.  Kindergarten  through 
Grade  12,  in  several  critial  areas. 

We  continue  our  efforts  to  welcome  the  incoming  eighth  graders 
and  to  make  them  feel  comfortable  at  Portsmouth  High  School.  In 
November,  a  curriculum  fair  specifically  designed  for  these 
students  and  their  parents  is  held;  we  make  available  on-site  visits 
for  the  incoming  freshmen  throughout  November  and  December; 
we  offer  a  Course  Selection  Night  specifically  for  the  eighth  grade 
students  and  their  parents  in  early  March;  in  late  August,  we  offer 
the  two  day  Freshmen  Orientation  for  all  the  students  who  will  be 
joining  us  on  the  first  day  of  school.
